Ornburn Urges Protests To Congress 
Against Measures Shackling Labor 


Assailing anti-strike legislation, 
I. M. Ornburn, secretary-treasurer 
of the union label trades depart- 
ment, called on all trade unionists 
to protest against these measures 
to their senators and congressman. 
In a nationally broadcast speech, 
he said: 

“There are now many proposed 
bills before congress which provide 
for the shackling of American 
workers through so-called anti- 
strike laws and there are other 
proposals to freeze wages. All these 
bills would establish conditions 
like those in Nazi Germany and 
Fascist Italy. It is un-American to 
deprive workers of their right to 
quit work, either individually or 
collectively. These measures are 
illegal according to our present 
laws and ivnalid according to the 
United States constitution which 
protects citizens against involun- 
tary servitude or slavery.

JOIN HANDS FOR DEFENSE, 
GREEN TELLS BANKERS 


Five million members of the 
American Federation of Labor 
have pledged themselves to aid the 
government in the successful com- 
pletion of the national defense pro- 
gram, William Green, president of 
the federation, told members of the 
Investment Bankers Association of 
America at the opening of its an- 
nual convention in Florida. 

“We are Americans first and 
members of our union second,” he 
declared. 

Emphasizing throughout his ad- 
dress, which was broadcast over a 
nationwide network of the Mutual 
system, the stake which labor and 
capital have in the preservation of 
the system of free enterprise, Mr. 
Green called for a united stand of 
capital, labor management and la- 
bor in support of the defense pro- 
gram. e 

The labor leader stressed the 
urgent need for preparatory steps 
to be taken now to cushion the tre- 
mendous and inevitable shock to 
our economic system which he said 
would follow the present emerg- 
ency. 

“No doubt the principle of free 
enterprise and private ownership 
in all free, democratic countries 
throughout the world will be called 
upon to meet a most severe test,” 
he said.

in defense industries, as well as 
the release of those in actual mili- 
tary service, Mr. Green advocated 
that a survey be made and plans 
prepared for a huge public works 
program. 

“All of this will call for the ex- 
penditure of large sums of money,” 
he said. “All of this character of 
planning should be formulated and 
made ready so that the economic 
needs of the nation should be met 
in as large a way as possible. It 
will be far better for the nation to 
provide employment for the mil- 
lions who will be forced out of de- 
fense production industries rather 
than to supply relief to unemployed 
and those dependent upon them as 
we were forced to do during the 
previous periods of economic dis- 
tress.” 

Mr. Green warned that labor 
would suffer as much, if not more, 
than capital should some form of 
communism, fascism or nazism sup- 
plant our present economic system, 
and added: 

‘“The chief menace to the pre- 
servation of free enterprise within 
a democracy is met when destruc- 
tive economic changes take place. 
Long distressing periods of unem- 
ployment which cause widespread 
hunger and human distress, heavy 
losses of investments, deflation and 
forced liquidation of valuable as- 
sets tend to destroy public con- 
fidence in our so-called capitalistic 
system. 

“Regardless of how capital and 
labor, employer and employe, man- 
agement and workers may disagree 
upon other economic, social and 
political questions, they stand 
united in defense of the meanten- 
ance of free enterprise and the 
preservation of the joint benefits 
which flow therefrom.”
